[The most serious charge against 
the Chinese Culture Center con- 
cerns free usage of the centers 
premises，The center and city 
Signed a lease stating that the cen- 
ters auditorium and two wings 
were to be reserved for use by 
community organizations for UP 
to 122 days each year. But some 
community groups were not al- 
lowed to use the facilities for free， 
the centers staff said， because 
their activities were not “artistic.] 
The Chinese Culture Center was 
not established purely for the arts， 
and besides，the phrase“Chinese 
Culture is virtually all-embracing. 
But the people running the center 
have their own plans.They intend 
to expand their long-term exhibits 
to win international recognition; 
therefore they are unwilling to 
lend the two wings for use by com- 
munity organizations， 

As we see it, the Point at issue is 
very clear. One Side wishes to “ex- 
pand beyond the community” 
while the other wishes "to accom- 
modate the people of the commnu- 


nity ”This has restlted in a stale- 
Imate， 

_This controversy concerns pol- 
icy or direction and cannot be ar- 
bitrarily determined and executed 
by the staff，The final decision 
mnust rest on the Board of Direc- 
tors. 


POINTS 


We believe that the “Interna- 
tionalists” and “Community Parti- 
sans”both have points on their 
Side. If the Chinese Culture Cen- 
ter is only established for the con- 
venience of the people in the Chi- 
nese community and does not 
have some exhibitions of interna- 
tional repute then the Chinese 
Culture Center cannot attract the 
participation of non-Chinese or 
out-of-towners, This .will also af- 
fect the reputation of Chinese cul- 
ture. But 让 on the other hand one 
only looks for preeminence and 


disregards the needs and conveni- 
ence of Chinese community 
groups, then the center is destroy- 
ing its Own Great Wall，because 
the Chinese community is the base 
of the Chinese Culture Founda- 
tion， 

The Chinese_ community PrIro- 
vides a considerable number of 
members to theFoundation and in 
some cases the audience to fil 
events. If the Foundation dismiss- 
es the Chinese community from its 
considerations，then we can only 
look at the Chinese Culture Cen- 
ter as merely another Asian Arts 
Commission which is of little rele- 
vance to us，I _ remember some 
years ago when a hearing was held 
on the question of building the 
bridge crossing Kearny Street，one 
of the reasons given in favor was 
that it would facilitate senior citi- 
zens in Portsmouth Square, who in 


cold winters or Tainy Seasons can

From the two positions，the di-

Affirmative Action in Academic World 
Does Not Work for Asian Americans 


ByNANCY WEY 

The Supreme Court decision on the Bakke case and the U.S， 
Attorney Cenerals statement about Asian Americans not needing 
special admissions bring to mind the following questions. How are 
Asian Americans actually doing in academia? Are they still restricted 
to teaching science and engineering，or are they represented on the 
faculties of most departments and schools? Are their qualifications as 
high as those of their colleagues，or are lesser qualified Asian 
Americans hired to fill affirmative action quotas? Are Asian Americans 
promoted faster or slower than their colleagues? How has affirmative 
action benefited Asian Americans in academia? 

According to natioriwide statistics compiled by the National Science 
Council, minority groups still appear to be restricted to _ certain fields， 
while Whites tend to be evenly distributed throughout all the fields， 
Blacks are clustered in education,， Hispanics in the social sciences; and 
Asians in science and engineering，However，there are differences in 
employment 0 as shown in the following table:

The low percentage of Asians having definite employment suggests 
that Asians are not being considered under affirmative action 
Programs. 

Affirmative action programs Ustally begin by determining whether 
minorities or women are Underrepresented and then setting goals to 
remedy the underrepresentation. The degree to which these groups are 
underrepresented is based on the number of minorities or women 
availabjle in a specific field. Since there are no accurate figures for the 
number of qualified minorities available in each field, the population 
figures from the last census are often used instead. This means that， 
since Asian Americans were less than 工 % of the national population， 
no _ department with less than 100 faculty can possibly be 
underrepresented in Asian Americans. 

ENCOURAGE 

According to the National Science Council statistics，6.5% -of the 
Ph.D. recipients in the nation are Asian Americans, It would seem 
more reasonable to use this figure for availability in determining 
underrepresentation, Then all university departments with 20 or more 
faculty members shouldq ideally have one Asian American，Many 
university departments would not be affected since they have less than 
20 faculty members，But 过 might encourage the hiring of Asian 
American facujlty in fieldqs other than science and engineering. This 
would encourage Asian American students interested in majoring 库 
fieldqs other than those two. 

As an example of one of the_ universities in the California State 


”System ,one can look at statistics for California State University，Long 


Beach. Ithas an active affirmative action program,， and its affirmative 
action plan has been accepted by the Department of Health， 
Education, and Welfare. Its president is a member of the Civil Rights 
Commission， 

In the total faculty at_ California Sate University，Long Beach 
(C.S$.U., 世 .B.), there are 4.7 色 Asian Americans. This is considerably 
less than the percentage of Asian American students on campus，which 
is 7.1 色 .Although the percentage of Asian American faculty is higher 
than the percentage of Asian Americans in the total U.S. population, 过 
should be remembered that the Los Angeles-Long Beach area has one 
of the highest concentrations of Asian Americans in the nation. 

PREJUDICE 

When the total number of Asian American faculty is broken down 
into the percentages for each Asian ethmic group，one finds that 55.1 多 
of the Asian American faculty are Chinese Americans，while only 
22.4% are Japanese Americans， Since Japanese Americans are the 
larger of the two groups in both the total population and the ELos 
Angeles-Long Beach area，this suggests some eee specifically 
directed toward them. 

Another interesting fact is that Only 1.8% of 0 faculty consist of 
Asian Americans born and educated in the United States. More than
